TOUDO, March 18.—The ronnilhonse

had directed its efforts toward smother 
ing the flames in the southeast 'end o. 
the structure which menaced the oil 
house, and the fire at this point was 
held fairly in check. The roof was al 
ready ablaze aud threatened to collapse 
every momeut, but the falling of the 
walls was not at this time anticipated 
The iron braces supporting the roof ex 
panded in the intense heat and the frail 
frame covering gave way with a muf 
fled roar, falling in on the stalled en 
gines. 
At this moment the southwest wall 


18 feet high aud 18 inches thick, wa 
seen to totter outward from the latera 
pressure of the falling roof, and a yell 
went up to apprise of their danger the 
15 men at work at this portion of the 
building. The warning come too late 
and 12 of the men were buried in a pile 
of brick several feet high. That only 
two were killed outright was nothini 
short of miraculous. -

While theTofiiciala of the state depart- 


ment are unwilling to say anything 
whatever concerning the contents of 
Minister Taylor's cablegram, it is be- 
lieved the foregoing is a fairly accurate 
interpretation of the dispatch. 


It will be noted that the Spanish gov- 


ernment promptly complies with one of 
the most important of Secretary Gresh- 
am's demands, which was for "immedi- 
ate assurance" that the war vessels 
patrolling Cuban waters should not give 
further offeuso in the manner com- 
plained of iu the Allianca affair.

A Part of the New South. 


Julian Ralph's description In Har- 


per'i Magazine of northern Alabama, 
Tonne»«ee and Georgia reads rather like 
some tale of tho magical growth of • 
region nuder the spell of au enchanter's 
wand. In 1880 the great industrial re- 
vival in tho south logon. It was literal- 
ly a revolution of tbe old industrial sys- 
tems. 


From Bonnoke, Vo., to Birmingham, 


Ala., extends the great coal and iron re- 
gion of the south. It spreads Into West 
Virginia and onstern Kentucky. 
In 


Kentucky th« oonl vein* yield pare can- 
cel, seiuianthracite and bitnn.liioM 
coal. Tha Chattanooga district contains 
28,000 squnro miles in three statet, Ten- 
nessee, northern Alabama and Geor- 
gia. One milling plant near Birming- 
ham turuH ont 000,000 tons of high 
grade coking coal iu a year. 


A remarkable fact connected with the 


mining belt in question is tiint all 
through it* extent iron ore, limestone 
and coal run along together. Within a 
atone'a throw of the ooal mine is the 
vein of iron ore, and in the mountain 
•ides is the limestone to make the lime 
nsed in smelting and clearing the Iron 
ore. Witb qpal, iron and lime thai to- 
gether under ground and a soil richly 
adapted to grazing, farming and fruit 
raising above, the new south is indeed 
bleat beyond almost any other region 
.on tho glob*.

oping the mineral resources of the south 
are themselves chiefly southerners. But 
the capital they use is northern and 
British. In the year 1870, 160,000 tons 
of pig Iron were made in the Chatta- 
nooga district.

Kome of tbe blacks wore at 
flrat slaves of the noble red men. But 
whoii the slaves in this country were 
emancipated these became _ireed men 
and still hvad among their former mas- 
ters.

There are numerous 
half breeds in the territory who are part 
negro and part Indian. After the war 
uiimy negroes migrated to Indian Terri- 
tory from tho southern states, swelling 
tho number etill more.

But tho court of olaima at Wash- 
ington has decided that the black mou 
in thu territory have just the same rights 
as the reclmei), and that all are citizens 
alike. Consequently tho Cherokee freed- 
meu will shore equally with the Chero- 
kee Indians iu the distribution of mon- 
eys paid to the uution by tho United 
States for tbe sale of lands. 


The weight and value of United 


States silver and gold money do not co- 
incide exactly, though they do very 
nearly. A standard silver dollar weighs 


grains. A standard gold dollar 


weighs 35.8 grains, a trifle more than 
one-sixteenth aa much as the silver dol- 
lar. The alloy used in tbe goltl brings 
it up to this weight If we -weigh pare 
silver bullion aud pare gold bullion, we 
find that tho gold does not weigh quite 
twice an much aa tho silver. But when 
both are mixed with alloys and coined 
into dollars tho respective weights are 
aa given above. The United Statee law 
makes the coining value of silver in 
comparison with that of gold one-sut- 
toentl).

Paper Cable* Under Water. 


For many purposes paper, next to 


wire, is an excellent insulation, and it 
boa of lato come extensively into use in 
telephonic and other cables. But it u 
not gonerally known that such uu insu- 
lation baa been tried underwater. Thia 
is, however, the fact, and one such cable 
ia now doing excellent work at tho bot- 
tom of the Hudson river at Nuw York, 
right in the track of all the domestic and 
Heabound traffic. 
Of course the cable is 


lead covered and otherwise protected, but 
it depends for its insulation, electrical- 
ly, on thin spirala of paper around each 
stranded interior wire. Tho laj ing of 
Bnoh a cablo iu nuch a place might, a 
few years ago, have been considered lit- 
tle short of suicidal, 'lut experience ha3 
demonstrated tho perfect practicability 
of the scheme. In considering tbe lay- 
ing of such cables m sucli situations the 
foot is important that a 100 pair, paper 
insulated, lead covered cable can be 
bought for 60
